THREATS TO ROOSEVELT

NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—Austin 
Phelph Palmer, retired electrical 
engineer of Park avenue, today 
was sentenced to 90 days in the 
Federal House of Detention for 
sending threatening letters to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt. 

The maximum penalties for the 
offense are five years’ imprison- 
ment and a $1000 fine.

The Governor, who two weeks 
ago granted Bruno Richard Haupt- 
mann a reprieve which postponed 
his execution for the murder, told 
Col. H. Norman Schwarzkopf, super- 
intendent of the State Police, by 


‘letter yesterday, that Hauptmann’s 


fate is “almost the least important 
feature of his case.” 
“We cannot accept any solution 


| that, even by inference, is less than 


complete,” he wrote, adding there 
is “abundant evidence that other 
persons participated in the crime.” 

Gov. Hoffman's office announced 
that Schwarzkoff had written that 
he would comply with the order 
and promised “complete and con- 
tinuous co-operation.” 

Attorney-General Wilentz issued 
the following statement today after 
a conference with Schwartzkofp: 

“All the columns of interviews, 
statements, and published reports 
by persons interested in behalf of 
the defense, and all the statements 
of the Governor, including the let- 
ter to Col. Schwartzkopf, contain no 
fragment of new evidence. The 
case stands as is.” 

‘May Prevent Tragic Error.’ 

In his letter to the Superintend- 
ent, the Governor said: “There is 
even the possibility—which you 
may consider as being very remote 
—that a complete and searching 
inquiry may prevent a tragic error 
being committed in the name of 
justice.” 

In support of his belief, the Gov- 
ernor attached to the letter a long 
statement setting forth what he 
called “incontrovertible proof” that 
others. were invol 

In his statement, the Governor 
said: Was the State right in ob- 
taining a conviction of Curtis 
based on obstructing justice after 
having actually had contact with a 
gang of kidnapers, or was the State 
right in prosecuting Hauptmann 
as a ‘lone wolf?’ Since it is evi- 
dent that the prosecution was 
wrong in either one case or the 
other, is it not obvious that the 
State and the courts are not infal- 
lible and that every possible in- 
quiry is warranted before final ac- 
tion is taken in this important 
case?” 

This referred to John Hughes 
Curtis, Norfolk ship builder. 


Quotes Testimony. 

The Governor quoted Col. Charles 
A. Lindbergh's statements, made be- 
fore the Bronx County grand jury, 
and to Inspector Harry W. Walsh 
of Jersey City, that he had seen an- 
other man, besides the “John,” who 
collected the $50,000 ransom, at St. 
Raymond’s Cemetery, the Bronx, 
on the night of April 2, 1932, when 
the money was paid. 

He quoted also at length Dr. John 
F. (Jafsie) Condon’s_ statements 
and his recent magazine articles in 
which Condon said he heard the 
voice of a second man at the other 
end of the telephone the night of 
March 11, 1932, when he first had 
telephonic communication with the 
supposed kidnaper. 

‘The law enforcement agencies 
have no reason to regard the case 
as closed, the G®6vernor wrote, fol- 
lowing this with orders to Col.

“If Col. Lindbergh was convinced 
that Dr. Condon had actually had 
contact with the kidnapers, why 
did he enter into negotiations with 
Curtis?” the Governor asked. 

“What did Curtis say, or show, to 
Col. Lindbergh that warranted his 
belief that Curtis actually was in 
touch with the criminals?”

RULES SUSPENDED 
TO HURRY ACTION 


City Will Sell the Issue and 
Turn the Proceeds Over 
to the Government. 


The Board of Aldermen, by a 
vote of 21 to 6, today passed the 
bill which had been pending since 
early this month authorizing im- 
mediate sale of $2,250,000 of city 
bonds to provide funds to be used 
with a Federal allotment of $6,- 
750,000 for the river front Jeffer- 
son Memorial. Two Aldermen were 
absent. 

The Ways and Means Committee, 
which held a final hearing on the 
measure this morning, reported it 
without recommendation by a vote 
of 4 to 3, but Chairman Nick Reidy 
moved for suspension of the rules 
and for passage of the bill. The 
vote on suspension of the rules was 
22 to 5. Without this, the board 


could not have voted on the bill 
until its next meeting. 


Mayor’s Forces United. 


The measure was sponsored by 
Mayor Dickmann, and all 12 of the 
Aldermen allied with his political 
faction voted for it. It also received 
substantial support from the group 
antagonistic to him. All of the 
votes against the bill were from the 
latter group. i 

Moving for suspension of the 
rules and passage of the bill, Al- 
derman Reidy, who is in the group 
opposed to the Mayor, said the 


Ways and Means. Committee had. 


been accused of playing politics in 
holding the bill so long. He assert- 
ed there had been no politics in the 
committee’s action, that not until 
the committee asked for it did it 
receive a copy of the President’s 
executive order allotting funds for 
the projects, and that the commit- 
tee only tried to get answers to 
questions about the project. 

“There seemed to be a theory 
that the bill should be railroaded 
through,” he said. “This committee 
only did its duty.” 

Under the ordinance, the City 
administration is authorized to turn 
over the $2,250,000 to National Park 
Service which was designated by 
President Roosevelt as the agency 
to acquire the river front property 
and construct the memorial. 

Comptroller Louis Nolte voted in 
the Board of Estimate and Appor- 
tionment against issuance of the 
bonds, but was overruled by the 
votes of Mayor Dickmann and 


President William L. Mason of the 


Board of Aldermen. 

Mayor Dickmann, pleased that 
the ordinance was passed, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that the 
question of how and when to Sell 
the bonds would be considered \by 
the Board of Estimate at an early 
meeting. City Counselor E. H. Way- 
man said today he would advise 
the Board it had a legal right to 
sell the bonds, although a suit ques- 
tioning their validity might be 
pending, but that the'Board must 
determine for itself whether it 
would be good policy to sell them 
under such circumstances. The only 
suit pending is one in Federal Dis- 
trict Court, which Wayman said he 
would seek to have dismissed.

540,000 WORKERS 
BEHIND ACTION 


They Favor Industrial Set- 
but Have Been Con- 
sistently Outvoted 
Prolonged Struggle.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31. 
United Mine Workers of America, 
numbering 540,000 union members, 
has taken a long step toward se- 
cession from the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 


Stirred by the booming oratory 
of President John L. Lewis,.more 
than 1500 delegates to the n 
convention voted unanimously } 
yesterday to clothe their calltive 
board with power to withhold the 
union’s tax from the federation, 
and gave Lewis a virtual mandate 
to defy a command of federation 
officers to dissolve his Committee 
for Industrial Organization, 

Not only do the miners constitute 
the largest single union in the fed- 
eration—and the largest in the 
world—but if they walk out there 
is a possibility they will take suf- 
ficient other unions with them to 
raise the total number of secession- 
ists to,1,000,000. The present mem- 
bershi» of the federation is about 
3,009,000. 

Basis of Dispute. 


The issue which precipitated the 
gravest crisis in the federation’s 
history is that of industrial union- 
ism versus crafts unionism. As the 
terms imply, industrial unionism 
consists of organization by indus- 
tries, while crafts unionism is or- 
ganization by trades. The former 
is called “vertical” organization, 
because it organizes from’ the 
ground up; and the latter is called 
“horizontal,” or, derisively, “layer 
cake” unionism. 

The mine workers, as members 
of the largest industrial union in 
existence, favor that form of organ- 
ization. Despite their numbers, they 


have been consistently outvoted in 
the American Federation of Labor, 
by the combination of representa- 
tives of the numerous crafts, whose 
members are unwilling to risk any 
change which might result in the 
loss of advantage they have gained 
through skill and union experience. 
The miners contend that industrial 
organization offers the only hope 
of organizing workers in the mass 
production industries, and point es- 
pecially to the failure of crafts 
unions to make headway in the 
automobile and rubber industries. 
Bitterness has mounted during 
the prolonged struggle between the 
two schools, Because of the con- 
flict, Lewis resigned last year as 
vice-president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, and joined with 
other union heads to form a com- 
mittee for industrial organization. 
Among the unions represented on it 
are the Textile Workers, Garment 
Workers and the Typographical 
Union. With the miners they make 
a total of more than 1,000,000 mem- 
bers. Members of the A. F. of L. 
executive council, meeting at 
Miami, Fla., a few days ago, or- 
dered the committee to disband. 


Miners Cheer Speakers. 


There was no mistaking the tem- 
per of the mine workers yesterday. 
They rose to their feet cheering 
when Vice-President Philip Mur- 
ray of Pittsburgh, once a mine boy 
in Scotland, declared that, unless 
the federation altered its tactics, 
“the sooner we get the hell away 
from them, the better off we'll be.” 
This demonstration was re-enacted 
on a more frenzied scale when 
Lewis told the convention that, un- 
less it instructed otherwise, “I 
will see the members of the execu- 
tive council wearing asbestos vests 
in hell before I will make one move 
toward dissolving the committee.” 
When the question was put, there 
was not a dissenting vote. 

As originally slated for adop- 
tion, the resolution urged Lewis to 
continue his campaign for indus- 
trial unionism, with regular use of 
the radio, and condemned the fed- 
eration for its refusal to co-operate. 
But as the convention responded 
more belligerently to the speeches 
of Murray and others, it was de- 
cided to take more drastic action, 
and a supplemental resolution, au- 
thorizing the executive committee 
to withhold the federation tax, was 
brought in. The tax, which is the 
union’s contribution to the support 
of the federation, amounts to 
$48,000 a year. Withholding it 
would be tantamount to secession.

New York Market Dealers At-

French Financiers Complain of 
American Policy.

PARIS, Jan. 31. — Certain French 
financiers today expressed anger 
and worry over what they said they 
considered irregular tactics on the 
part’'of the United States in sup- 
porting the dollar and preventing 
the exportation of gold to Europe 
from the United States. These 
sources said that France’s loss of 
1,030,000,000 francs ($67,980,000) in 
gold during the week ending Jan 
24 was partly if not entirely due 
to the operation of the American 
monetary equalization fund. This 
gold loss, they added, further weak- 
ened the average Frenchman's con- 
fidence in France’s finances and 
made it impossible for the French 
government to borrow the eight bil- 
lion francs (about $535,000,000) it 
needs at the present time. 

Exchange market experts said

francs. 

Central banks, said these experts 
had always shipped gold to support 
their money and they said they be- 
lieved the United States Treasury 
should do likewise, particularly 
when an innocent third party was 
caught in the squeeze. 

They suggested that if the dol- 
lar’s weakness, because of fears of 
inflation, had been counteracted by 
gold shipments, then the gold so 
sent to Paris could have been 
shipped to London without draining 
the reserves of the Bank of France.

Roosevelt said at his press con- 
ference that the revenue for the 
farm program would be a substi- 
tute for the processing taxes killed 
by the Supreme Court and there- 
fore would not amount to “new” 
taxation in the sense of additional 
taxation. 

As for meeting expenses of the 
$2,249,000,000 bonus cost, the Pres- 
ident said this problem was still 
under study and no details had 
been decided on. 

No Form of. Tax Mentioned. 

He mentioned no form of taxa- 
tion for the substitute revenues for 
farm relief. He said he was un- 
certain whether a special message 
would be sent“to Congress on the 
subject. 

The President said no money was 
available for the farm relief and 
bonus expenditures from the four 
billion dollar work relief fund ap- 
propriated last year. All of this 
that has not been spent has been 
allocated he said. 

Roosevelt said in reply to ques- 
tions that a study of the status of 
veterans now on relief who would 
be paid the bonus was underway. 
But he said no decision had been 
reached on whether their relief 
status would be changed. 

He said bonus needs would have 
to be decided now because it 


would be impossible to wait until ~ 


July or August when the bonus 
bonds will be paid to determine 
how many of the World War veter- 
ans will seek cash immediately. 


Inflationist Raliy Called. 


The inflationary steering com- 
mittee headed by Representative 
Patman (Dem.), Texas, met to- 
day and agreed to call a meeting 
tomorrow of all House members 
“who are interested in using the 
idle gold and silver in the Treas- 
ury as a basis for the issuance of 
new currency to be used to pay the 
veterans .. . instead of resorting 
to taxation for the purpose of rais- 
ing that money.” 

Patman said the question of 
joining forces with members inter- 
ested in divorcing taxes from the 
new farm plan and in refinancing» 
farm indebtedness with $3,000,000,- 
000 of new money probably would 
be raised at the meeting. 

Speaker Byrns foresaw no diffi- 
culty in passing a tax bill to fi- 
nance the farm program. But 
Chairman Doughton of the Ways 
and Means Commtitee, which orig- 
inates all tax legislation, said it 
would “take quite a while” to work 
out any considerable amount of 
new taxes.” He preferred to have 
taxes go over until next year “if 
they can wait that long.” 

Rankins Pilea for Inflation. 

A plea for expansion of the cur 
rency was made in the House to- 
day by Representative Rankig 
(Dem.), Mississippi. 

“We are appropriating money we 
do not have,” said Rankin. “We 
have pased the bonus bill and we 
can pay it only by expanding the 
currency or levy additional taxes.”

The bridge is at the foot of Blue 
Hill, a 400-foot peak towering above 
the Susquehanna. It curves at this 
point over the highway and canal 
bed, and then straightens out for 
the strétch across the river.

The canal parallels the 
Susquehanna River at this 
its abandoned bottom nailer bat 
from that stream.

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FRENCH PREMIER WINS VOTE 
OF CONFIDENCE ON FIRST TEST 


Sarraut Supported in Deputies 361 
to 165, Bigger Majority Than 
Friends Claimed.

Sarraut won a vote of confidence, 
361 to 165, on the first test of his 
new government in the Chamber 
of Deputies tonight.

MORGAN TO BE RECALLED 
~ BY MUNITIONS COMMITTEE 


To Be Questioned on Converting 
War Debts Due Country Into 
“Marketable Obligations.” 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31. — The 
Senate Munitions Committee de- 
cided today to call J. P. Morgan 
and his partners Tuesday for the 
renewal of its investigation. It will 
ask them whether the war debt 
obligations held by this country 
can be converted into “marketable 
securities” to replenish the Treas- 
ury. 

Senator. Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, a member of the com- 
mittee, said he intended to ask the 
Morgans the same question about 
marketing the war debts that he 
directed to Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Morgenthau earlier this week. 


He has had no answer yet from 
Morgenthau. 
Vandenberg _called the Secre- 


tary’s attention to a phrase in the 
war debt finding agreements of 
1923 stating that at the Secretary’s 
option the $11,500,000,000 in war 
debts could be converted into “mar- 
ketable securities’ for sale to the 
public. The Senator suggested 
such handling only of the approxi- 
mately $1,000,000,000 in principal 
and interest already overdue. 

The terms of the agreement con- 
tain phrasing which suggests that 
such marketing of the bonds is 
subject, however, to an “agreement” 
as to the payment of the principal, 
which Vandenberg said might be 
interpreted in such a way as to 
leave the bonds unmarketable. 


LAWYER WON'T LET CLIENT 
FIX FEE, TAKES $3800 LESS 


As Witness in Another’s Suit Attor- 
ney John 8S. Leahy Tells 
Story About Himself. 

An unusual fee dispute between 
lawyer and client was related by 
Attorney John S. Leahy, testifying 
yesterday in the suit of Attorney 
Joseph T. Davis against the Fal- 
staff Brewing Corporation for a 
$10,540 fee. The case is being tried 
before a jury in Federal Judge 
Moore’s court. 

Leahy said, after hearing the tes- 
timony of Davis, that he considered 
the amount claimed by him to be 
reasonable for the work dene. “Only 
a lawyer,” Leahy continued, “can 
determine what his fee should be 
in any case. He must determine 
the fee on the character of work 
he has done, and the nature of the 
recovery he makes for his client.

PLEA FOR FEDERAL AID 


FOR SHARE-CROPPERS ADE 


Tentative Promises of Relief Given for Persons 


Evicted in Arkansas for Tenant 
Farmer Union Activities. 


By MARQUIS W. CHILDS.

Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—After 
nearly a week spent in interview- 
ing Government officials, Represen- 
tatives of the Southern Tenant 
Farmers’ Union have received ten- 
tative promises of relief for share- 
croppers evicted from Arkansas 
plantations due to the activity of 
the union. 

The aid of several national or- 
ganizations has been obtained on 
behalf of the Tenant Farmers’ Un- 
ion. 

Government officials, several in 
high position, to whom union lead- 
ers talked, agreed to try to lend 
some sort of Federal aid to evicted 
share-croppers but only on condi- 
tion that word of this aid be held 
in strict confidence. These offi- 
cials, who are naturally inclined to 
sympathize with the plight of the 
share-croppers, are well aware of 
the political dynamite involved in 
the Tenant Farmers’ Union. 

For the first time in the history 
of the South, the Tenant Farmers’ 
Union has succeeded in organizing 
whites and Negroes in one group. 
Southern Democrats are hightly 
Sensitive on the score of the racial 
issue and if word got out that Fed- 
eral aid was going to the Tenant 
Farmers’ Union immediate pressure 
would be brought upon the offi- 
cials responsible. 

Predicts Upheaval. 


Howard Kester, who is said to 
have had a narrow escape from 


lynching when a meeting of the un- 


ion at which he spoke was raided 
at Earle, Ark., addressed a crowd- 
ed mass meeting of union sympa- 
thizers last night. He said that 
a violent “upheaval” could be ex- 
pected in Arkansas unless share- 
croppers were allowed to organize 
“legally,” free from attacks by 
plantation owners. 

“Our people have been flogged, 
beaten and lynched,” Kester said. 
“We have carried on in a spirit 
of aggressive non-violence. But the 
patience of our people is nearly 
exhausted. 

“Unless we can have some meas- 
ure of security and unless we can 
prevent our meetings from being 
constantly broken up, there is go- 
ing to be an upheaval down there. 
It will be an upheaval in which you 
will be just as much involved as 
we are for you cannot escape the 
responsibiltiy for the plight of these 
people.” 

Kester, a Socialist from Nash- 
ville, Tenn., and one of the most 
active organizers of the Tenant 
Farmers’ Union, told the audience, 
which included several members of 
Congress and Government officials, 
of the plight of the share-croppers 


throughout the South. They re- 
ceived an average income in 1924 
of $210, he said, whereas their in- 
come in 1880 had been $250. 

“The share-croppers do not have 
the dignity or the freedom achieved 
by the peasants in the middle ages,” 
Kester said. “But for the first time 
in history the Negro and the white 
share-croppers have joined hands 
in a common cause against their 
oppressor. In one year our organ- 
ization has grown from 2500 to 25,- 

Why Lawyer Was Fired. 


Another speaker, Gardner Jack- 
son, head of the National Commit- 
tee on Rural Social Planning and 
ousted from the AAA for his sup- 
port of the rights of sharecrop- 
pers, described the violent contro- 
versy within the Agricultural Ad- 
justment Administration which re- 
sulted in the “purge” of a year ago. 
Jerome Frank, AAA counsel, also 
dismissed at that time, was fired, 
Jackson said, because he gave an 
opinion stating that Section 7, re- 
garding the retention of share- 
croppers on land taken out of cul- 
tivation, was enforceable and should 
be enforced. 

“I don’t blame Chester Davis, 
AAA Administrator, for what he 
did,” Jackson said. “He was under 
great pressure from the planters.” 

Still another speaker was Fran- 
cis J. Gorman, vice-president of the 
United Textile Workers, who de- 
clared that union labor stood be- 
hind the attempt to organize the 
share-croppers. Workers, Gorman 
said, must organize not only indus- 
trially but politically if they are 
to obtain their rights. 

Kester and H. L. Mitchell, another 
leader of the Southern Tenant 
Farmers’ Union, will return to Ark- 
ansas soon to resume the effort to 
organize share-croppers.

“The State of New Jersey has 
spent in the investigation of this 
case and in the prosecution of 
Hauptmann a staggering amount 
of money that has never been made 
public; yet today, in the minds of 
hundreds of thousands of our peo- 
ple, the complete solution has not 
been attained. I believe that with 
the clews at hand you are in a 
position to continue your investiga- 
tion of this case with the present 
facilities of your department and 
the co-operation of other enforce- 
ment agencies. There should be 
little if any additional cost, but 
even the expenditure of a reason- 
able amount of money should not 
stand in the way of the detection 
and punishment of other crimi- 
nals.

Lindbergh’s Statement to Inspector 

Harry Walsh. 

In a statement made to Inspector 
Harry W. Walsh on May 20, 1932, 
Col. Lindbergh said, referring to the 
visit to St. Raymond’s Cemetery on 
the night the ransom mopey was 
paid: 

“The doctor returned to the car 
and we read the contents of the 
note with a flashlight. He said that 
he was taking an unnecessary long 
time and standing outside the car 
for a purpose. He indicated that 
this reason was to give the kidnap- 
ers an opportunity to identify him. 
Several people had passed by on 
the sidewalk when a man appeared 
walking along the sidewalk oppo- 
site to the direction in which the 
car was stationed. He walked with 
an unusual gait rather awkwardly 
and with a pronounced stoop. His 
hat was pulled down over his eyes. 
As he passed the car he covered his 
mouth and the lower part of his 
face with a handkerchief, and 
looked at Dr. Condon and at me. 
He continued along Tremont and 
passed out of sight. This man 
wore a brown suit and a brown felt 
hat. He was about 5’8” or 9” tall, 
weight about 150 to 160 Ibs.” 

Later, in the same signed state- 
ment to Inspector Walsh, Col. Lind- 
bergh said: 

“A few minutes later he (Condon) 
came into view walking back along 
Tremont on the cemetery side and 
turned down Wittemore and again 
passed out of sight. Approximate- 
ly 15 minutes later this the same 
man whom I have described ap- 
peared on the cemetery side of Tre- 
mont running in the direction of 
Wittemore. When he came _ to 
Wittemore he stopped running and 
when midway across Wittemore he 


back along Tremont and then con- 
tinued in a walk along Tremont 
passing the car on the opposite side 
of Tremont. As he passed the car 
he covered his face with a hand- 
kerchief and blew his nose so loud- 
ly that it could be distinctly heard 
across the street where I was 
parked and undoubtedly a consider- 
ably greater distance. At this time 
Dr. Condon reappeared walking up 
Wittemore. After blowing his nose 
the man whom I have described 
brought his left hand down quickly 
and instead of placing his handker- 
chief in his pocket threw it down 
beside the sidewalk.” 
Man With Little Girl, Who Watched 
Dr. Condon. 
The presence of a man and a little 
girl in the vicinity of St. Raymond's 
Cemetery was mentioned in both 
statements of Col. Lindbergh and 
Dr. Condon. In the Walsh state- 
ment Col. Lindbergh said: 
“When the voice called from the 
cemetery the man with the little 
girl previously mentioned turned 
quickly, watched Dr. Condon pass 
down Wittemore, and then walked 
rapidly out of sight along the ceme- 
tery side of Tremont avenue.” 
Lindbergh’s Original Belief 
“Gang” Theory. 
Statements made by Col. Lind- 
bergh at the Curtis trial: 
(Page 124): “I have always be- 
lieved that Dr. Condon was in con- 
tact with the-true kidnapers or 
people whom they had been in con- 
tact with.” 
(Page 140): “At one time when I 
was with Dr. Condon I saw a man 
who (the stoop-shouldered man 
with the handkerchief), who, in my 
mind, was one of the group of kid- 
napers.” 
(Page 141): “Dr. Condon, I be- 
lieve, is still working with the au- 
thorities in various ways to contact 
and locate the people who were in 
contact with him.” 
(Page 146, speaking of the man 
contacted by Dr. Condon): “I be- 
lieve that he indicated that he was 
an emissary, but the conclusion 
that we reached was that he was 
not, that he was a party.”

What changed Col. Lindbergh’s 
opinion that the crime was perpe- 
trated by a “gang?” 
Curtis Convicted on Theory 
Was in Contact With Gang. 
John Hughes Curtis: 
Curtis was convicted, not as gen- 
erally supposed, of perpetrating a 
hoax, but of having actually had 
contact with a gang of kidnapers 
and of obstructing justice in that 
he failed to furnish information 
that would lead to their apprehen- 
sion. He named these kidnapers as 
“John,” Sam Truesdale, John Lar- 
sen, “Nils,” “Eric,” “Hilda” and an 
“Tnez.’”” 
On page 17 of the transcript of 
testimony in the Curtis case, you 
will find that Prosecutor Anthony

M. Hauck Jr., of Hunterdon 
County, in addressing the jury, 
said: 


“And furthermore, we will prove 
to you that John Hughes Curtis 
was actually in contact with the 
kidnapers, that he knew who they 
were, and that he knew their 
whereabouts,” 

On page 20 he is quoted as say- 
ing, “We will prove beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt that Curtis was deal- 
ing with the kidnapers, that he 
knew who they were, and where 
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hesitated, looked down Wittemore’ 


baby’s body was found in a decom- 
posed state along the road.” 

It was brought out in the course 
of the trial that Curtis had told 
Col. Lindbergh that a member of 
his household had aided in the ab- 
duction. This is significant in 
view of the fact that Col. Lind- 
bergh later testified, under oath: 


“T could offer no distinct reason 
for believing that Mr. Curtis has 
not been in contact with these 
people and according to the infor- 
mation he had given me, in my 
mind, he certainly was either in 
contact direct or indirectly with 
people who had possession of our 
child. I felt it was essential to 
devote every effort to find out who 
these people were and if possible 
to bring about a return of the 
baby. And if not, to bring about 
their apprehension.” 


During the course of the trial 


Frank Wilson, of the intelligence 
unit, and Capt. Lamb, of the New 
Jersey State Police, expressed the 
belief that the crime had been per- 
perpetrated by a “gang” of kid- 
napers.

KAGAWA SATIRIZES 
SUNDAY’ CHRISTIANS 


Japanese Social Reformer 
Talks Before Clergy at Cen- 
tenary M. E, Church. 


“We Christiang have morality in 
matrimony, but about wealth—we 
have competition. Sundays, we are 
Christians and come to church; on 


week days wg are pagans and 
compete each other.” 
This was one of the striking 


passages in the address of Toyo- 
hiko Kagawa, Japanese Christian 
leader and social reformer, before 
St. Louis clergymen and religious 
workers, in Centenary Methodist 
Church today. The occasion was 
the opening of a three days’ speak- 
ing program, in which Kagawa is 


on religion and _ sociology. The 
at 3 p. m. Sunday in Washington 
University Field House. 

Growth of Sects. 

Dr. Kagawa—he accented the 
first syllable in pronouncing his 
name—spoke in advocacy of a pro- 
gram of church activity based on 
New Testament teachings. As fur- 
nishing the background, he gave the 
greater part of his one-hour ad- 
dress to historical matter, telling 
of the rise of European religious or- 
ders, which he termed the laymen's 
movements of the earlier church, 
and of the growth of Methodism 
and other sects. 

“The Methodist Church is a good 
order,” he said, “it was founded by 


read the Bible. 
odists forget about getting up at 5, 


the Bible. So now I think we need 
one united church, though it may 
have its different orders still. We 
need a revival of faith, but still 
more a revival of love and kindness. 
We need to put loving kindness 
into Christian economic ethics. 
Difficulties in the Way. 

“In a city in New Jersey, a few 
days ago, I spoke on the Christian 
co-operative movement, and one of 
the ministers said to me, ‘Mr. Ka- 
gawa, I believe in the co-operative 
movement, but some of our con- 
tributing members don’t like the 
idea. Shall I resign or keep my 
mouth shut?’ I said, ‘Let us pray 
that they will repent.’ 


‘to the standard of Jesus, we 
‘come radical, and some don’t like 
it. But when, as I found in one 
Toronto church, 80 per cent of the 
church’s members are among the 
unemployed, we must do somethinig 
to readjust the economic system. 
“Can't we revive the Christian 
economic ethics of St. Francis of 
Assisi? Can’t we socialize profits? 
I do not agree with those who 
would have only one social gospel.

Directed Verdicts Release 
All but Eight on Trial in 
Chicago Accused of Mail 
Fraud.

CHICAGO, Jan. 31.—Directed ver- 
dicts of acquittal were ordered by 
Federal! District Judge Philip L. 
Sullivan yesterday for 12 of the 20 
remaining defendants in the Sir 
Francis Drake estate mail fraud 
trial. The case of the other eight 
probably will go to the jury tomor- 
row. 

“Sir Francis Drake is~ dead,” 
Judge Sullivan told the men_ to 
whom he granted freedom. “There 
never was a goose that laid a gold- 


en egg. Go home and save your 
money, and don’t try to revive 
him.” 


The acquittals were granted on 
the motion of defense counsel. 
Those freed of using the mails to 
defraud in connection with the col- 
lection of a $1,350,000 Drake estate 
fund were from Middle Western 
states. 

Eight of the original 42 defend- 
ants remaining on trial are head- 
ed by Oscar M. Hartzell, accused 
of being the leader in the scheme. 
Hartzell is serving a term in 
Lavenworth penitentiary on a 
previous Drake estate fraud convic- 
tion. The others are Joseph H. 
Hauber, Lester E. Ohmart, Delmer 
C. Short and Otto G. Yant, all of 
the Chicago headquarters of the 
Drake Estate Association; Canfield 
Harzell, New York, Oscar Hartzell’s 
brother; A. R. Gregory, Wenatchee, 
Wash., and Emil R. Rochel, Madl- 
son, Wis. 

One of the original 42 was grant- 
ed a separate trial and 21 others 
were freed by directed verdicts Jan. 
13, after the Government rested its 
case. 

Testimony in the case closed with 
Attorney I. T. Jones of Des Moines, 
Ia., as a Government rebuttal wit- 
ness. Jones said he became the 
trustee of a defense fund collected 
for Oscar Hartzell when he was 
tried and convicted of tsing the 
mails to defraud in Sioux City, Ia., 
in 1933. 

The testimony ended without a 
word from Oscar Hartzellin his own 
defense. Defense attorneys pleaded 
with him to testify, but Hartzell re- 
fused.

TROTZKYS IN EXILE SEEK 
WORD OF SON IN RUSSIA 
Alarmed at Rumor He Is Not in 


Prison as He Was When 
Last Heard Of.

NEW YORK, Jan. 31.—The In- | 
ternational Committee for Politi- 
cal Prisoners made public yester- 
day a letter from Mrs. Nathalie 
Trotzky, wife of Leon Trotzky, ex- 
iled by the Soviets, in which she 
seeks word of their son, Sergei, 
reported to be imprisoned in So- 
viet Russia. 

Part of the letter, written from 
“Somewhere in Norway,’ dated 
Nov. 15, follows: 

“I cannot free myself from the 
thought that, taking new circum- 
stances into consideration, the ru- 
mor circulated by the Soviet au- 
thorities that my son is ‘not in 
prison,’ takes on a most fatal and 
irreparable significance. If he is 
not in prison, then where is he? 
and where now is his wife?” 

The son was a purofessor in a 
technical school in Moscow, and his 
wife, also said to have been jailed, 
Was a librarian.

: WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Harry 
L. Hopkins, WPA Administrator, 
defended the administration of re- 
life in St. Louis at a press confer- 
ence yesterday, denyinig recent 
charges that the help afforded those 


in need was inadequate. 

“IT know the situation in St. Louis 

very well,” Hopkins said. “Those 
charges simply aren't so.’ 

The St. Louis Social Justice Com- 
mission charged recently that re- 
lief families lacked “even the bar- 

est necessities of life” and the 
Ssunour! Welfare League asserted 
that men, women and children 
needed food, clothing and shelter. 
Previously the Church Federation's 
Social Service Commission had de- 
nounced relief as administered in 
St. Louls as “woefully inadequate 
and in many instances almost de- 
basing.” Hopkins was asked to 
comment on these charges. 

“Good Job” Being Done. 


“The relief population in St. 
Louis is better off than a year 
ago,” Hopkins said. “There can be 


no question about that. A large 
proportion of persons on the relief 
rolls have been put on WPA proj- 
ects 


“I know the people who are in 
charge in St. Louis and I know 
they are doing a good job.” 

Hopkins also entered a. general 
denial of charges that WPA in sev- 
eral states was being administered 
politically. Specifically he was 
asked about Pennsylvania and Mis- 
souri. From both states accusa- 
tions come recently that the WPA 
administration was in the hands of 
politicians. Former Gov. Gifford 
Pinchot wrote two lengthy letters 
to President Roosevelt, declaring 
that “spoilsmen” were using WPA 
funds for their ow npurposes. _ 

The Pinchot charges were “poli- 
tical,” Hopkins said. He declined 
to comment on them. Told that 
President Roosevelt had said he 
was referring one paragraph of 
the second Pinchot letter to WPA 
for investigation, the WPA admin- 
= stated that Pinchot’s 

rges were “vague,” and “not 
cific” and did not merit an ievec- 
tigation. 

“He didn’t give any names or 
places,” Hopkins said. “That is po- 
litical. I can’t answer all these po- 
litical charges.” 

Likewise he parried all questions 
having to do with the criticism di- 
rected at the administration 
Wednesday night by Gov. Alf. M. 
Landon of Kansas. Landon de- 
clared that high administrative 
costs were responsible for large 
Government deficits. Hopkins 
stated that total administrative 
costs of WPA are not more than 
4-per cent of the entire amount 
spent. 

Fewer on Relief, He Says. 

“What kind of a benefit would 
these critics give and how much?” 
Hopkins demanded. “That is the 
question I would like to see an- 
swered.” 

He denied that he had told a 
group of a dozen Senators at a 
conference Wednesday that there 
were still nearly 20,000,000 persons 
on the relief rolls. The figure, he 
said, was “considerably” under 
that. There was “somewhat fewer” 
people on relief this year than last 
year, according to Hopkins. 

After the conference Hopkins’ 

said that the latest figure 
available was for the month of No- 
vember which showed a total of 

973 persons on the relief rolls. 
This, however, does not include A 
part of those on WPA nor a con- 
siderable part of those in CCC 


camps. This figure may be con- 
trasted with that for January, 
1935, the peak thus far, when 20,- 


676,791 were on relief.

NEW FOOD ALLOWANCE 
FOR COUNTY PRISONERS 


Daily Rate, Once 75 Cents 
and Then Cut to 30, 
Raised to 45. 


The County Court’s order of last 
Wednesday reducing the food al- 
lowance for prisoners in the St. 
Louis County jail from 75 to 30 
cents was rescinded by the Court 
today and a compromise rate of 45 
cents was established. 

Under the new arrangement, 
Sheriff Philip G. Deuser will buy 
kitchen utensils, disinfectant and 
other supplies for the jail. Last 
year the County spent $3969 for jail 
supplies in addition to paying Sher- 


iff Deuser $20,500 for feeding the 
prisoners. 

The 45-cent figure was suggested 
by County Auditor Edwin O. Har- 
per, on whose recommendation the 
original reduction to 30 cents was 
made. He said today that 45 cents 
would be satisfactory, provided the 
Sheriff bought the jail supplies. 

Judge Thatcher’s Comment. 

Presiding Judge Thomas Thatch- 
er thought the figure too high, but 
Sheriff Deuser said it was too small. 
Thatcher rejoined, “I believe the 
food alone can be bought for 25 
cents a day per prisoner.” 

A. E. L. Gardner, attorney for the 
Sheriff, pointed out that other 
counties pay their sheriffs 60 to 75 
cents a day for feeding prisoners. 
He suggested a proper compromise 
figure would be 55 cents a day. 
Judge Thatcher replied that in 
other counties the Sheriff furnishes 
heat, light, water and blankets in 
the jail whereas here those are all 
furnished by the County. 

Sheriff Deuser was of the opinion 
that 45 cents was a “rock-bottom 
allowance.” This prompted Judge 
Thatcher to say, “I can give the 
prisoners hot cakes and other good 
food for 18 cents a day.” 

Two members of the Board of 
Visitors, appointed by the Circuit 
Court to. visit the jail, contributed 
their opinions on what would b® a 
fair rate. Mrs. C. C. Wolff said she 
considered 30 cents a day insuffi- 
cient. Mrs. Howard Clark felt that 
55 cents would be adequate for food 
and would take care of wastage as 
well. 

Judge Thatcher then proposed 
that the Sheriff receive five cents 
a day for taking care of the pris- 
oners and that all buying be done 
by county purchasing agents. Noth- 
ing came of that. 

Harper, although suggesting 45 
cents as a compromise’ rate, «aid 
that would give the Sheriff $35 a 
day, which was more than he could 
possibly use in feeding the prison- 
ers. “No matter what figure you 


set, the Sheriff will say he can't 
\feed the prisoners as well as be- 
\fore,” Harper said. 

Judge Emil Wohlschlaeger moved 


I that the order of last Wednesday 
‘reducing the rate to 30 cents be 


rescinded. That was passed and 
then Judge Thatcher moved that 
the allowance be 45 cents a day. It 
was seconded by Judge Eugene 
Tighe. Judge Wohlschlaeger, a Re- 
publican, voted against the propo- 
sal but it was passed by the votes 
of the two Democrats. 

After the meeting, Sheriff Deu- 
ser said it might now be possible 
to increase the bill of fare at the 
jail to include meat and vegetables. 
Yesterday and today the prisoners 
received soup, bread, syrup and 
coffee. Two meals will be served 
as before, the Sheriff said. 

Comment by Deuser. 

In a statement to a Post-Dispatch 
reporter after the court session, 
Sheriff Deuser asserted the real 
reason behind the Court’s action in 
reducing the allowance was his re- 
fusal to use his influence to per- 
suade Judge Wohlschlaeger to vote 
to oust Dr. Edwin L. Sheehan as 
superintendent of the County Hos- 
pital. His statement was seconded 
by Deputy Sheriff Arthur W. 
Schmid, former Recorder of Deeds 
and a Republican leader, who said 
Tighe had told him at least twice 
in the last month that he would 
vote to retain the 75-cent rate if 
Deuser and Schmid would use pres- 
sure on Wohlschlaeger. 

Tighe, when seen by a 
Post-Dispatch reporter, made a flat 


denial.

He was a graduate of Sumner 
High School, where he captured 
letters in football, track and bas- 
ketball.. In 1922 he entered Iowa 
University and was the only Negro 
member on the university track 
team. His record for the century 
was :9.8; for the 220 dash, :21.3; 
and the 440 (indoor), :51. 

In 1924 Roberts was Iowa’s can- 
didate for the Olympic track try- 
outs at New York City. For the 
years of 1925 and ’26 he was the, 
only Negro eligible to membership | 
in the one mile relay organization. 
At one time at Iowa U. he was sec- 
retary of the Hawkeye Athletic | 
Club.

NEW RULES 10 

BE IN USE AT 
GIRLS’ TITLE 
BASKET EVENT 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WICHITA, Kan., Jan. 31.—Lead- 


ing girls’ basketball teams of the 
United States will compete in the 
annual A, A. U. championship tour- 
ney at Wichita, March 23-27, ac- 
cording to officials of the Amer- 
ican Legion Auxiliary, sponsors. 
For the first time in history of 
women’s basketball, the tournament 
will be conducted under a_ style 


expressly worked out for’ senior 
girls’ teams. It is based on two 
division game, but lists an addi- 
tional scorer, adopts men’s rules 
in substitutions and free throw 
methods, and eliminates technical 
fouls around the basket.

1. Jumping—Only at start of each quar- 
ter and at conclusion of double foul play 
will ball be tipped at center. At other 
times the team WHICH HAS BEEN 
SCORED UPON will take ball at the free 
throw line of its opponents’ goal. Ali 
players must stay out of free throw one 
until the player (a guard of course) passes 
the ball. This is to prevent crowding 
around so it is hard to get ball in play 
quickly. 

2. Running (or roving guard) —The guard 
that passes the ball over the center line 
to forward MAY ENTER THE FORWARD 
ZONE AND ACT AS A SCORER. Of 
course, the corresponding forward has the 
privilege of following the guard across. 

RULING—Forward who is to act as de- 
fensive running forward may enter the oth- 
er court as soon as opponents have inter- 

cepted ball. HOWEVER, this ferward 
CANNOT interfere with the play until the 
running guard gets across the line. The 
purpose is to give the defense a chance 
which it would not have if running guard 
got the jump. If mere than one forward 
crosses line, techaical foul is called en one 
NOT entitled to be across; if more than 
one guard goes down it is a violation. 

3. New guarding rules—Technical fouls 
are eliminated when PLAYER IS IN ACY 

F SHOOTING (as defined in boys’ rules). 

is means that player still has right ‘to 
the ball, that she may retain it only three 
seconds, that opponent may not grab the 
ball BUT when the forward is in act of 
shooting, the guard may then jump ap and 
slap at the ball without penalty. The 
question arises, what happens if guaré 
places one hand on ball as forwaré comes 
up to shoot? There is no penalty unth 
guard grabs the ball with two hands. Then 
a technical foul. If guard places hand on 
ball and keeps it there, forward may pivot 
and pass to a teammate. Three second 
rule applies also. That is, if forward 
makes no effort to get rid of ball when 
guard has guarded her iegally with one 
hand while in act of shooting, then regular 
three second rule will come up and for- 
ward lose ball out of bounds. It is to be 
remembered that only while forward is in 
act of shooting may guard place hand on 
ball. Otherwise, the rule on technical fou) 
applies. 

4. Five fouls will disqualify a player. 
(This means four personals, instead ot 
three, or five technical or five mixed.) 

5. Player who is fouled must threw her 
own free throw as in boys’ rules. Double 
foul, ball dead, balance courts. If guard 
is fouled with courts balanced, she goes 
down to shoot try, with her forward along. 
FURTHER POINTS ON ROVING GUARD 

PLAY. 


In these suggestions, BALANCED 
COURT means the regulation starting for- 
mation of three forwards and three guards, 
each in their proper zone. 

1. If foul is called while roving guard 
is in forward court, the court remains un- 
balanced until free throw is made. Then 
players resame their starting positions, that 
is, they balance the court. If free throw 
is missed, however, play continues. If de- 
fense gets the ball, then the forward whe 
is acting as guard immediately returns to 
her own zone. However, a guard MAY NOT 
GO OVER the center line until the ball 
has been passed across and then only the 
guard which last passes the ball over. This 
sounds complicated, but it is not at all. 
One practice will accustom the players how 
to act. Coach, of course, can work out 
plays if he wishes to get certain guard in 
scoring zone to act as forward. Beat results 
in the games played here were, however, for 
guards to take turns, the one closest to 
the line passing ball across. To pass the 
ball around to wait until certain player 
passes it across is to delay game, run risk 
of interception and to defeat the ball. 
TRAIN ALL GUARDS TO ACT AS FOR- 
WARDS AND RULES WORK 100 PER 
CENT BETTER. 

2. If field goal is seored, courts are 
balanced before play is again started. This 
takes but a split second, of course. The 
greatest confusion at first is that players 
inatinctively want te pass ball back tea 
center instead of taking it to the foul line 
to put into play.

10 AVOID SOCIALISM 


National Committeeman Tells 
Rally to Put “Americanism 
Above Partisanship.” 


The second in the serfes of con- 
gressional district meetings, mark- 
ing the opening of the preliminary 
Republican State campaign in St. 
Louis, was held last night in the 
Twelfth District at Tower Grove 


Turner Hall, Grand boulevard and 
Juniata street. About 300 persons 
attended. 

The third and final meeting in 
the series will be held at 8 o'clock 
tonight in the Eleventh District at 
the 138th Infantry Armory, Grand 
boulevard and Market street. Con- 
gressman Dewey Short of Galena, 
only Republican Congressman from 
Missouri, will be the principal 
speakér. Short will also speak to- 
morrow night at a Republican rally 
at Alton City Hall, sponsored by the 
Madison County Republican Cen- 
tral Committee. 

Principal Speakers. 

At last night’s: meeting, the prin- 
sipal speakers were Arthur M, Cur- 
tis of Springfield, Republican Na- 
tional Committeeman from Missou- 
ri; Grover W. Dalton of Poplar 
Bluff, chairman, and Mrs, Myrrl 
Remiley, Orrick, vice-chairman, of 
the State committee, and C. J* Stat- 
tler, former United States District 
Attorney here. Former Senator 
Otis F. Glenn of Illinois was sched- 
uled as the principal speaker, but 
canceled his appearance yesterday, 
and David M. Proctor of Kansas 
City, candidate for the Republican 
nomination for United States Sen- 
ator in 1928, another scheduled 
speaker, did not reach St. Louis in 
time for the meeting. 

Curtis urged the party to present 
a “united front” in this year’s State 
campaign, declaring that there was 
little chance of Republican success 
unless there was complete party 
harmony. The issue in this year’s 
campaign, he said, was not so much 
between Republicanism and Dem- 
ocracy as between “Americanism 
and Socialism.” “This is the time,” 
he said, “when we must put Amer- 
icanism above partisanship.” 

Refers to Al Smith. 

Dalton, referring to the speech of 
former Gov. Alfred E. Smith be- 
fore the American Liberty League 
last Saturday said: “Gov. Smith 
has advised his followers to take 
a walk after this year’s Democra- 
tic convention. It is up to-us to 
give them a place to go. The ques- 
tion we have to decide is whether; 
we are going to support the Ameri- 
can principles of government or the 
government of Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt and his pee-wee brain 
trusters.” 

Former Lieutenant-Governor Ed- 
ward H. Winter, a candidate for 
the Republican nomination for Gov- 
ernor, and former Attorney-General 
Jesse W. Barrett, who is expected 
to announce his candidacy for the 
gubernatorial nomination in the 
next few days, were at the meet- 
ing. 

The first meeting in the series 
was held Wednesday night in the 
Thirteenth District at North St. 
Louis Turner Hall, Twentieth and 
Salisbury streets, with Mrs. George 
B. Simmons of Marshall, Mo., as 
the principal speaker.

Prince of Wales did not appear 
conspicuously among the statesmen 
‘in Paris.

Edward VIII comes to his task 
with clean hands. As long as the 
fight lasted, he was in the thick of 
it. When the last gun had been 
fired, he said, “Let us call it a 
day,” borrowed a cigarette from a 
Tommy, gave it to a bedraggled 
Heinie prisoner who was being tak- 
en to headquarters, packed his bag, 
and went home. He devoted the 
next years to the interests of those 
poor victims of World War carnage. 

Having started some very nec- 
essary provisions for his veterans, 
he turned his attention to another 
matter which was also of para- 
mount importance—the economic 
state of an empire which had es- 
caped annihilation. 

Becomes a Traveler. 

That was the beginning of that 
strange part of his career when a 
Prince of the royal blood became a 
commercial traveler. In August, 
1919, the Prince left Portsmouth on 
board H. M. S. “Renown” and de- 
parted for Newfoundland and Can- 
ada. In mid-August, he landed at 
St. John, New Brunswick. Four 
weeks later, he reached the shores 
of the Pacific. 

From there he returned to Otta- 
wa and then following a southern 
course, he made for Washington, 
where: he was entertained in the 
White House. 

Now the son of England’s King 
expressed to the former colonies 
his country’s gratitude for the time- 
ly help which the great democracy 
of the west had offered to the old 
mother country. That sentiment, 


hospitality and wit of President 
Coolidge, but back then to London 
to be present at the closing of his 
little exhibition. 

The rest of 1923 and 1924 were 
used to tags the industrial and min- 
ing areas of England, but in March 
of 1925 he was once more on his 
way to drum up trade and good- 
will for the Empire.

Celebrations to Raise Funds for Fight on In- 
fantile Paralysis Pronounced Big Success 
—Roosevelt Voices Thanks. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 31.—Dances 
in cities, towns and villages last 
night swelled the President’s birth- 
day fund to fight infantile paral- 
ysis. The parties were pronounced 
a big success though not enough 
figures had come in today to give 
an estimate of the total raised. It 
was estimated that 5,000,000 per- 


-sons attended 6000 balls. 


In the capital, where centered 
the celebration of President Roose- 
velt’s fifty-fourth birthday, the 
chief executive, a victim of the 
diesase 15 years ago, voiced thanks 
to the nation last night and “very 
personal greetings to several hun- 
dred thousand victims.” He said 
reports indicate@ the celebration 
would “exceed our fondest hopes 
of success.” 

The President gave a stag party 
for several old friends who a:ways 
get together on Jan. 30. 

Mrs. Roosevelt Attends farties. 

Mrs. Roosevelt and Ginger Rog- 
ers, the movie actress, went from 
hotel to hotel, where gay parties 
were in progress—the capital's part 
in the nationwide benefit program 
for the Warm Springs Foundation. 

In New York, society presented 
a pageant before the President’s 
mother, Mrs. James Roosevelt, at 
the Waldorf-Astoria. Nearly 4000 
persons paid $2 each to go to the 
party. Tammany Hall gave a beef- 
steak dinner. There were parties 
at the Central Park Casino which 
saw former Mayor Jimmy Walker 
in an old haunt once more. At the 
Commodore there was a large 
cake fashioned after 
Georgia Hall at Warm Springs- 

At Warm Springs, where the 
President fought his own affliction, 
crippled children joined other peo- 
ple in “the biggest social event of 
the year” and all who could, 
danced. 

The smart set at Palm Beach 
gave a party, preceded by several 
private dinners. In Chattanooga, 
Tenn., a cavalry band played a 
grand march with 4000 participants, 
and 50 pretty girls sold miniature 
birthday cakes. 

In Dayton, Tenn., a big ball was 


given at the high school gymna- 
sium despite a church protest. 

In Boston Franklin D. Roosevelt 
Jr. cut a birthday cake at the Bos- 
ton Garden. It was cstimated that 
8000 persons paid nearly $14,000 to 
attend the festivities there. At 
Newport, R. I. Mr. and Mrs. Wil- 
liam V. Vanderbilt entertained pri- 
vately before taking guests to a 
ball at which many of New York’s 
“400” were represented. 

Postmaster - General Farley 
stopped chatting with friends at 
the Country Club ball at Miami to 
listen to the President’s message. 
It was estimated that $3500 was 
paid into the fund b. 2000 guests 
at four Miami balls.

Address of President. 

President Roosevelt’s radio ad- 
dress follows in part: 

“Tonight in every state and in 
ever outlying territory of our 
nation many millions of people are 
enjoying themselves at all kinds of 
local parties. They have resolutely 
aligned themselves to carry on the 
fight against infantile paralysis un- 
til this dread and costly disease is 
brought under definite and final 
control. 

“Ten years ago it was made pos- 
sible for me, with the support of 
many personal friends, to start the 
work of the Warm Springs Founda- 
tion in Georgia and I dedicated it 
to one sole purpose—to apply itself 
to the task and keep everlastingly 
on the job, not by itself alone but 
with the co-operation of the doc- 
tors, the orhopedic hospitals and 
those thousands of individuals on 
whose shoulders falls the brunt of 
caring for several hundred thous- 
ands of the afflicted. 

Urges Joining of Efforts. 

“No single agency, whether it 
be the doctor, the hospital or the 
research laboratory can cope indi- 
vidually with this great problem— 
we can do it only by joining our 
efforts.

Pancakes Welcome. 


Pancakes are always welcome on

‘flour, corn meal, rice or buckwheat. 
If you want to save time there are 
ready mixed products on the mar- 
ket which can be turned out mere- 
ly by adding water or milk. Serve 
the pancakes with lots of syrup or 


ar if you prefer. 

Waffles are another choice 
cold mornings. There are so many 
variations of waffles now from the 
good, old-fashioned kind to _ the 
cake waffle that one may safely 
say there is a waffle for every oc- 
casion. The breakfast waffle, too, 
has undergone a number of muta- 
tions, however. 

Hot Breads Good. 

Hot breads, too, help the first 
meal of the day on to success. Hot 
biscuits are an everyday occurrence 
but the old-fashioned soda biscuit 
which has somehow gone out of 
fashion is a delightful variation. For 
a flaky crisp biscuit the old-fash- 
ioned soda biscuit has few equals. 

Last of all, there is the break- 
fast dish, which has long been a 
favorite in the East. In fact, it 
still bears the name of its origin. 
Scrapple is a corn meal and cooked 
meat dish which is sliced and fried 
and served in some families with 
syrup.

Beat four eggs until very light.

Add alternately to the beat- 
en eggs with one cup of flour, stir- 
ring to keep the batter smooth. 
Add more milk, about one cupful, 
to make a very thin batter. Put 
one teaspoon butter or lard on a 
hot griddle, drop a spoonful of the 
mixture on it, being sure to turn 
the griddle in all directions to 
spread the batter as thinly as 
possible, 
and fry. Lay ona warm plate, but- 
ter; and sprinkle with sugar and 
cinnamon. Put the next pancake 
on top and repeat until there are 
six. Fold over and serve. These 
pancakes may be served flat and 
the stack cut in wedges. 

Soda Biscuits. 

Two cups flour. © 

One-half teaspoon baking soda. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Four tablespoons shortening. 

Three-fourths cup sour milk or 
buttermilk. 

Sift together the flour, salt and 
baking soda. Cut in the shortening 
until the mixture is like cornmeal. 
Add enough milk to make a stiff 
dough. Turn out on a floured board 
and knead slightly. Roll half an 
inch thick and bake in a hot oven 
(450 degrees) for 15 minutes, This 
amount makes 12 biscuits, 

Corn Meal Rolls. 

One cup cornmeal. 

One cup flour. 

Four teaspoons baking powder, 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Three tablespoons shortening. 

Three-fourths cup milk. 

Mix and sift together the dry in- 
gredients. Rub in the shortening 
or cut it in with two knives. Add 
the milk and mix thoroughly. Turn 
out on a floured board and roll 
half an inch thick. Cut with a bis- 
cuit cutter, brush with milk and 
folk over. Bake in a hot oven (450 
degrees) for 15 minutes. 

Rice Waffles. 

One cup cooked rice.

One and one-half cups cottage 
cheese. 

One cup finely chopped raisins. 

One-half cup honey or sugar.

Salt and pepper. 

Two tablespoons lard. 

One-half cup seedless raisins. 

Two cups fine dry bread crumbs. 

Two tablespoons grated onion. 

One-fourth teaspoon sage. 

One cup meat stock or water. 

Have veal round cut about one- 
half inch thick, and also into pieces 
as nearly three to four inches 
square as possible. Combine raisins, 
bread crumbs, grated onion, sage, 
salt and pepper, and moisten with 
meat stock. Place a spoonful of 
this dressing on each piece of veal. 
Roll and fasten into shape with 
toothpicks. Season with salt and 
pepper and brown in hot lard.

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OYSTERS GIVE VARIETY 
70 DAILY MENU 


High Iron and Mineral Con- 
tent Makes Them Appro- 
priate Just Now. 


With appetites and energy at a 
low ebb just now, it is a good idea 
to serve a food that is easily pre- 
pared and is high in food value. 
Oysters are at their best just now 
and from a nutritional standpoint 
are high in iron and minerals. 

Oysters have gone a long way 
since they made their first ap- 
pearance in stew and on the half- 
shell. They may be broiled or fried 
or put in pie without losing any 
of their food value. They come 
in various sizes and are usually 
graded by the number to the pint 
or quart. For frying the larger 
oysters are preferable, while most 
cooks select the smaller size for 
cocktails, stews and scallops. 

Opening a Trick. 

Anyone who has been along the 
Atlantic seaboard is familiar with 
the oyster bars, where records have 
been made and broken for speed 
in opening the succulent bivalves. 
Opening oysters is really a trick 
which is solved by cutting the 
strong muscle that holds the shells 
together. To open raw -oysters 
slip a thin flat knife under the 
back of the right valve and push 
forward until it cuts the muscle. 
The shell may be lifted easily then. 

Cleaning oysters is another im- 
portant function. The raw oysters 
should be placed in a colander and 
fresh water poured over them. This 
water loosens any particles of shell 
that may adhere and also furnishes 
what is known as “oyster liquor” 
for soup or stew. 

Roasted Oysters. 

Roasted oysters are considered a 
delicacy by a great many. Buy 
them in the shell and wash thor- 
oughly, scrubbing with a_ brush. 
Place them in a shallow pan and 
roast in a hot oven until the shells 
open. Serve them in the deep 
shell with salt, pepper and a little 
melted butter. The French serve 
roasted oysters on a bed of coarse 
salt that has been heated. This 
makes it possible to bring the oys- 
ters to the table piping hot, which 
seems to be the important part of 
roasted oysters. 

Oyster Pie. 

Line a deep pie tin with rich pas- 
try which has not been rolled very 
thin. Fill with oysters and pour 
enough oyster liquor over them to 
cover. Blend together two table- 
spoons butter, one teaspoon salt and 
one-half teaspoon pepper. Stir in 
one-half cup cream or evaporated 
milk and pour over the oysters. Put 
strips of pastry across the top of 
the pie and bake in a slow oven 
until the crust is brown and the 
oysters slightly ruffled. 

Oysters Mexican. 

Have one pint large oysters and 
drain well. Blend one-fourth cup 
ketchup, one-half teaspoon Worces- 


shire sauce, one-fourth teaspoon 
salt and a dash of pepper. Mix one 
cup soft bread crumbs (packed) 


and one-half cup cracker crumbs 
and fry in three tablespoons butter 
to a golden brown. Place a layer of 
crumbs in buttered casserole. Ar- 
range a single layer of oysters over 
crumbs and sprinkle with one-half 
of the ketchup mixture. Repeat 
each layer and top with §re- 
maining crumbs mixed with one- 
fourth cup grated American cheese. 
Bake in a hot oven (400 degrees) 25 
minutes. When preparing a larger 
proportion, use additional casse- 
roles or a large baking pan so there 
are only two layers of oysters. 
Serves four or five. 
Oysters in Blankets.. 
Have one and one-half dozen large 
oysters. Roll each oyster in a slice 
of bacon and fasten: with tooth- 
picks. Fry in hot skillet in butter 
until a golden brown. Make a sauce 
of three-fourths cup water, one-half 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce and 
three tablespoons chili sauce, and 
pour over the oysters. Bake in a 
moderate oven (375 degrees) for 20 
minutes, turning the oysters once 
during the baking. Serve very hot 
On buttered toast and pour over 
them some of the liquid that re- 
Mains in the pan. 
Oyster Sandwiches. 

Combine two slightly beaten eggs, 
one-half teaspoon salt and one-half 
teaspoon Worcestershire sauce. Dip 
one pint oysters in egg and then 
in bread crumbs. Fry in butter 
until golden brown. Place three or 
four fried oysters between slices 
of buttered whole wheat bread or 
hard rolls and sprinkle with chili 


sauce. 
Oyster Cocktail. 

Allow six oysters to each person. 
Serve on half shells if desired: 
These should be arranged on 
cracked ice in a deep plate (a soup 
plate may be used), or mix oysters 
with cocktail sauce and served in 
stemmed glasses. 

Cocktail Sauce. 
Combine one cup ketchup, three 
tablespoons chili Sauce, two table- 
Spoons pure vinegar, two table- 
spoons horseradish, few drops pep- 
per sauce, dash of pepper and one- 
half to one teaspoon salt and mix 
thoroughly. This makes about one 
and two-thirds cups of the sauce,

Wa- 
tercress, too, makes a good green 
sandwich. The soft cheeses which 
spread easily or the sliced kinds 
which may be toasted to a delicious 
state of smoothness are always wel- 
come.

Wilson Refused to Make 


Undercover 


Protest to Britain 


Rejected Lansing Proposal on Subject of 
Neutral Rights — Protested Early in 1915 
on U-Boat Warfare. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 31. — Evi- 
dence that President Woodrow Wil- 
son refused to approve an “under- 
cover” protest against British dis- 
regard of American neutral rights 
during the World War was revealed 
today in heretofore secret docu- 
ments. 

Also there was the rough outline 
of an early note to Germany in 
which Wilson protested against un- 
restricted submarine warfare. 

Page proofs of correspondence 
soon to be published by the State 
Department showed that Robert 
Lansing, as Secretary of State, sub- 
mitted a strongly worded denuncia- 
tion of Great Britain’s actions to 
the war President on Sept. 22, 1916. 

Lansing recommended the com- 
munication be sent to the Ameri- 
can Embassy in London to be 
shown informally and unofficially 
to Lord Grey and thus avoid the 
reverberations a similarly worded 
official note might create. Such 
methods of secret diplomacy, Lans- 
ing wrote, were frequently prac- 
ticed by the British Foreign Office. 

While acknowledging the serious 
situation of which Lansing com- 
plained, the President advised 
against diplomatic tactics of this 
kind. “I think it would be quite un- 
just to do anything for the sake 
of public opinion which might 
change the whole face of our for- 
eign relations,” Wilson said. “There- 
fore I think it would be most un- 
wise to send a message like this. 

“I had a talk with Walter Page 
(Ambassador to Great Britain) of 
the most explicit kind, and am sure 
that he will be able to convey to the 
powers that be in London a very 
clear impression of the lamentable 
and dangerous mistake they are 
making.

GEN. KONDYLIS Dits: 
GREEK E-PREMIER 


Seized Government for King 
George but Later Broke 
With Monarch. 


(Copyright, 1936, by the Associated Press.) 
ATHENS, Jan. 31.—Gen. George 
Kondylis, former “strong man” of 
Greece, died unexpectedly today 
after suffering a heart attack last 
night. He was 55 years old and had 
suffered from asthma for years. 

The Athens garrison was ordered 
on guard against any eventualities. 
Authorities said the precaution was 
taken in view of a recent statement 
by Kondylis that he had intended 
to use force, if necessary, to pre- 
vent the liberal Venizelists, who 
won the elections last Sunday, from 
gaining control. 

Rumors that Kondylis had been 
poisoned by political enemies were 
denied by his associates. 

The former Regent broke with 
King George over the monarch’s 
liberal policy, after taking a lead- 
ing part in the restoration of the 
Greek monarchy. At his death he 
also was at political odds with 
Jean Theotokis, once his co-leader 
in the Populist Party. 


Suppressed Revolt. 

As Premier, he suppressed the 
Venizelist revolt last March. He was 
active politically until the election 
of a new assembly last Sunday. in 
that election, his faction gained 
only 63 of the 300 seats in Parlia- 
ment, while the liberal Venizelist 
group won control of 142 seats. 

A bloodless revolt, engineered by 
Gen. Kondylis last October, ended 
the Greek Republic and a plebiscite 
early in November, returned an 


overwhelming majority in favor of 


restoration of the throne. 

Gen. Kondylis 
forthcoming withdrawal from of- 
fice after King George started back 
during the dictatorship of Pangalos.

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SOVIET BORDER CLASH 
PROTEST 10 JAPAN 


Moscow Says Japanese-Man- 
choukouan Troops Crossed 
Frontier, Were Driven Back. 


By the Associated Press. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 31.—Soviet Rus- 
sia has presented to Japan a formal 
protest against an alleged invasion 
by Japanese-Manchoukuoan troops 
of Soviet Far Eastern territory. 

Reports to Moscow said a force of 
more than 100 invaders penetrated 
Soviet territory from Manchou- 
kuo yesterday, but was repulsed 
by Soviet frontier guards after a 
vigorous encounter. 

Tamekichi Ota, Japanese Ambas- 
sador to Moscow, was invited to 
call at the Foreign Office last 
night. There he was informed of 
the Soviet attitude, described as 
one of “decided protest.” 

Soviet officials say Japanese- 
Manchoukuoan soldiers made two 
distinct efforts to establish them- 
selves on the Soviet side of the 
Far Eastern border, but that both 
times the Soviet frontier guards 
forced them to withdraw. Reports 
issued here described the encoun- 
ter as one of sharp hand-to-hand 
fighting, with Soviet forces out- 
numbered. 

The engagements were reported 
to have taken place in the Grode- 
kovo region, in the same sector 
where 100 Manchoukuoan soldiers 
were reported previously to have 
escaped to Soviet soll Wednesday 
after rebelling and killing their 
Japanese officers.

CAME THE DAWN. 

It’s always this way the morning after the night 
before. Last night the celebration of the glorious 
bonus victory. Today the nasty question of paying 
the bill. 

Some members of Congress are considerably an- 
noyed because Mr. Roosevelt has asked Congress to 
appropriate $2,249,178,375. “Why bring that up?” 
It was very pleasant for them, in an election year, 
to go down the line for the veterans’ group, expect- 


ling in return that support at the polls which they 


hope means re-election. It is distinctly unpleasant 
to think of ways and means of footing the bill. They 
hoped that subject would be deferred until a long 
time in the future. 

There are certain groups in Congress, however, 
who are delighted with the President’s request, be- 
cause it gives them an opening to renew their cam- 
paign for a cheapening of the dollar in terms of 
prices—that is, inflation. Among these Congressmen 
are Senator Thomas of Oklahoma, author of the 
Thomas amendment giving the President discre- 
tionary inflationary power, and Representative Pat- 
man of Texas. The latter is the author of the bonus 
bill vetoed by Mr. Roosevelt last year, repassed by 
the House and finally defeated in the Senate by a 
narrow margin. 

Mr. Patman has always wanted to pay the bonus 
in greenbacks and he would be less than human if, 
after being unceremoniously*shelved by the so-called 
bankers’ group in the American Legion, he did not 
do his best to have his greenback plan prevail in the 
end. Thus, following the President’s message, Mr. 
Patman promises a “battle royal” to provide cash by 
issuing currency against gold in the Treasury. What 
gold in the Treasury? Presumably the hypothetical 
profit recorded on the Treasury’s books following the 
devaluation of the dollar. 

There are three ways to pay the bonus: one by 
levying new taxes; the second by orthodox Treasury 
borrowing; the third by starting the printing presses. 
‘That Congress hopes to give the first—and soundest 
—method a wide berth goes without saying. Under 
ordinary circumstances, the second would almost cer- 
tainly be pursued. What makes the third proposal 
formidable, aside from the large sentiment in Con- 
gress perennially favorable to inflation, is the fact 
that the funded public debt is already so high as 
to make tempting the idea of avoiding further in- 
crease by the “easy” way of a new currency issue. 
Not that we think Congress has so lost its balance 
as willfully to take the opening step to an orgy of 
inflation. We merely say the temptation is there. 
It is there to such a degree as to warrant a strong 
warning. If the soldiers’ bonus can be paid in 
greenbacks, so can the money due the farmers under 
AAA contracts. The next relief bill likewise can be 
paid by sending an order to the engravers and print- 
ers. Something like that happened in Germany, and 
the mark became so much worthless paper. 

Mr. Patman’s bonus bill was beaten... Mr. Pat- 
man’s greenbaek idea lives on. 
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JUNE DAYS IN PHILADELPHIA. 
Perhaps it’s a break for Philadelphia, and, if it is, 
everybody who has honestly tried to sing “The Star- 
Spangled Banner” will be pretty happy about it.

But let’s go back to the beginning. Before Al 
Smith brought the message of hope to his fellow 
proletarians at the Liberty League dinner, it looked 
as if the $200,000 Philadelphia had put up for the 
Democratic convention might as well have been in- 
vested in Sam Insull certificates.

COMMENDING MR. ROOSEVELT TO HIMSELF. 

Those were fine sentiments expressed by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt in his letter praising the League of 
Women Voters’ campaign for establishing the merit 
system throughout the governmental personnel. 

It matters not what political party is in power 
by the elective will of the people (said Mr. Roose- 
velt), the Government functions for all; and 
there can be no question of greater moment or 
broader effect than the maintenance, strengthen- 
ing and extension of the merit system established 
in the competitive principles of the Civil Service 
Act. The National League of Women Voters 
has chosen wisely in conducting a campaign 
for securing a trained personnel ...and I am 
glad to assure your great organization of my sup- 
port of this effort. 

Nor was it the first time the President had spoken 
out in this impressive vein. Five months after his 
inauguration—when Farleyism began to show) itself 
—he wrote the National Civil Service Reform League: 
“The merit system is in no danger at my hands; but, 
on the contrary, I hope that it will be extended and 
improved during my term.” To the Young Democrats 
in convention last summer in Milwaukee, he said: 
“Government today requires higher and higher stand- 
ards of those who would serve it. ... The conditions 
of public work must be protected. Mere party loy- 
alty can no longer be the exclusive test.” 

And yet, as we pointed out the other day, the pro- 
portion of governmental employes in the executive 
civil service under merit regulations, which had riren 
from 67.2 per cent under Woodrow Wilson to 74.8 in 
the Coolidge administration and to a peak of 80.8 
in the term of Herbert Hoover, has now dropped 
back to the shockingly low figure of 57 per cent. The 
League of Women Voters may very well commend 
Mr. Roosevelt, the speech-maker, to Mr. Roosevelt, 
head of the executive branch of the Government. 
No wonder Lawrence Sullivan can conclude his 
article on “Our/ New Spoils System” in the current 
Atlantic Monthly with the sarcastic observation that 
“no President ever has bolstered Civil Service with 
more compelling eloquence.”

KIND WORDS FOR THE DIRIGIBLE. 

The tragedies of the Shenandoah, the Akron and 
the Macon have brought the dirigible into disrepute, 
so that its development in this country has been sus- 
pended. That this is an erroneous view is the con- 
clusion of the Science Advisory Board, appointed 10 
months ago by Secretary of the Navy Swanson to 
study the problem. The board, numbering men emi- 
nent in scientific and industrial fields, all qualified 
to speak on aeronautical matters, unanimously rec- 
ommends that the navy resume dirigible construc- 
tion and experimentation. These men point out that 
the development of all transportation has been 
marked by casualties, that there is no thought of 
abandoning the automobile, “perhaps the most unsafe 
of all modern agencies.” 

The country does not want a repetition of the trag- 
edies which have ended the careers of the three ill- 
fated dirigibles. However, it does not want to with- 
draw from progress in a field of high potential use- 
fulness whose dangers may be reduced, as the report 
points out, to a low point. With the Graf Zeppelin’s 
long and successful record available for comparison, 
why should America develop an inferiority complex 
in this field and despair of doing what the Germans 
have done? In a time when it has become fashion- 
able to speak disparagingly of the dirigible, the 
board’s recommendations will help to rescue the 
lighter-than-air craft from its undeserved disrepute.

NAZI CLAIMS. 
Said Hitler in his address on the third anniversary 
of the Nazis’ rise to power in Germany: “Whoever 
opposes us now does it not because we are Nazis but 
beeause we restored military independence to Ger- 
many.” 
On the contrary, the German people's best friends 
abroad long urged their treatment as equals among 
the nations, with a grant of just rights, including 
“military independence.” They oppose the Nazis 
now, not because of their achievement in winning 
those rights, but because of their bigotry, cruelty, 
repression and mad nationalism. 
“We are no longer defenseless helots,” Hitler went 
on, “but self-confident world citizens.” The truth 
is, of course, that the German people are ruled and 
regimented by the Nazi tyranny. An unguarded word 
or action may mean exile, prison camp or bludgeons 
for any citizen. 
Another voice heard on the anniversary occasion 
was that of Hans Frank, Minister without portfolio. 
He praised Hitler for settling the “Jewish question” 
in “such a dignified and objectively justified form.” 
“The Jew,” he added, “may do business in Germany 
unhampered .. .” 
These words might be regarded as the bitter irony 
of an anti-Hitler spokesman did they not come from 
a Nazi authority. To put it mildly, the treatment 
of Jews and other proscribed groups in Germany 
has been most undignified and highly unjustified. 
The commonly known facts about the boycott, the 
ostracism, the ruthless economic strangulation of the 
Jewish community fully disprove the statement about 
“unhampered” business opportunities. 

A dictatorship of the Hitler type, beset as it is by 
weighty economic problems and grave social dan- 
gers, Can maintain itself only by this sort of misrep- 
resentation.

The Forgotten Principle 


HOUGH the political campaign is just 
T starting, the speeches already bear a re- 
markable resemblancd to the commu- 
niques from the African Wwar There is the 
same disposition to claim everything and to 
concede nothing. 

Thus the President, looking back over his 
three years, professes to see “a consistent, 
broad national policy” that “has thus far 
moved steadily, effectively and successfully 
toward its objective.” But Al Smith. view- 
ing the same battlefield from the heights of 
Addis Ababa, finds that “at the end of three 
years, we are just where we started.” Mr. 
Roosevelt, contemplating his critics, declares 
proudly that “we have earned the hatred of 
entrenched greed,” and Mr. Smith, speaking 
as one of those critics, thinks that Mr. Roose- 
velt is by way of being a Communist. 

By their respective supporters, and no 
doubt by themselves, this kind of talk is 
probably regarded as evidence that they are 
men of principle, ready to fight for their con- 
victions, that they are bold, forthright and 
uncompromising. I should like to raise the 
question whether the men who take such ab- 
solute positions are entitled to claim that 
they alone are men of principle, and I should 
like to ask whether in a nation where the 
interests are complex and diverse, the prin- 
ciple of toleration, which means a refusal to 
take an absolutist position, which requires a 
determination to moderate differences and 
to reconcile opposing interests, is not in it- 
self a high and necessary principle.

Is it so certain that men who insist upon 
imposing their will on others are more sin- 
cere than those who seek a common ground 
where they can live and let live? Is it really 
true, for example, that Mussolini's indubit- 
able conviction that he has the right to con- 
quer Ethiopia, or the conviction of the Am- 
haric feudal lords that they have an in- 
dubitable right to misgovern the tribes they 
have conquered, are the only forthright 
views—that those who have been seeking a 
solution which recognizes the many conflict- 
ing interests are somehow lacking in man- 
liness, courage and devotion to principle? 

Whether or not we find the principle of 
toleration attractive, it is at least certain 
that American society is founded upon it. 
Here is an order in human affairs where 
rights and powers are variously distributed. 
Some are reserved to the individual. Some 
are reserved to the separate states. Some 
are granted to the national Government. 
Some may be exercised by Congress, some by 
the President and some by the judiciary, 
some by the state Legislatures, some by the 
Governors, some by the state Judges, some 
by cities, some by counties. There are some 
decisions that can be taken by a majority 
of the elected representatives, others require 
more than a majority, still others a compli- 
cated process of popular ratification. 

One fundamental principle runs through 
the whole conception, and that is that no 
man, no group of men, no majority of the 
voters shall ever be able to enjoy a mo- 
nopoly of power over all human concerns. 
The system was created with the express in- 
tention to keep power so divided that it 
would never give anyone, or any group, how- 
ever large, a free hand to govern absolutely. 

Now, when power is so thoroughly divided, 
when there are so many different organs of 
government checking and balancing each 
other, it might be supposed that government 
would be completely ineffective. It would 


be ineffective if everyone took an absolute 
view of his interests, and there have been 
times, as, for example, before the Civil War, 
when the opposing views became too abso- 
lute to be reconciled successfully. The sys- 
tem of distributed power and of checks and 
balances will not work automatically. It can 
never be made to work by men who have 
not acquired the habit of compromising and 
conciliating their differences, 
- - * 

For when men undertake to operate a Fed- 
eral union, they commit themselves to a con- 
tinual adjustment of state and national pow- 
ers. When men undertake to operate repre- 
sentative government, they commit them- 
selves to the kind of rule by the majority 
which respects the interests of the minority. 
When they undertake to operate a govern- 
ment of co-ordinate powers, they commit 
themselves to that necessary give and take 
which alone will permit separated powers to 
be co-ordinated. When they undertake to re- 
serve the rights of the individual as against 
the state, they commit themselves to the 
necessity of exercising individual rights in 
such a way as not to impair the general 
interest. 

In short, the principle of toleration, or, to 
state it in its nobler and more positive form, 
the principle of the golden mean in human 
conduct, is the premise of the American so- 
cial order. Toleration is not merely a gen- 
erous by-product of the American system, 
it is its essential principle. The kind of 
government Americans believe they have 
depends upon their ability to administer 
their institutions on the moral principle that 
excess is the character of vice, that modera- 
tion, proportion and catholicity, and not im- 
periousness, self-righteousness and assertive- 
ness, are the virtues of a civilized society. 

Much has been said and much will be 


said from now on about preserving American 


institutions. It will be well to remember, 
when the rhetoric is hottest, that the men 
who can conduct themselves tolerantly are 
the men who are most likely to understand 


the inner nature of those institutions.

“Captain Brassbound’s Conver- 
sion” Smoothly Performed 
by Union Boulevard Group.

HE new play at the Little Thea- 
Teer—"captain Brassbound’s Con- 

version”—is likely to prove one 
of its most popular works. Al- 
though the comedy is one of the 
earlier George Bernard Shaw cre- 
ations, it is amply fueled with the 
fiery wit of the Irishman and even 
gains in appeal by being not toc 
well known these days. The Union 
men, and a young woman, gave it 
a well-rehearsed performance last 
evening. 

In such circumstances, Director F. 
Cowles Strickland of the Little The- 
ater may be congratulated on the 
choice of the play, which was 
shoved into this season’s lineup 
after the rights to “Awake and 
Sing” were retracted, After seeing 
“Captain Brassbound’s Conversion” 
I judge that the non-professional 
group under his instruction does an 
array of Englishmen, Americans 
and African tribesmen far better 
than it would have a Jewish fam- 
ily in the Bronx. 

All that the present production 
needs is to make the audience 
laugh more often. <A few nights’ 
experience will result almost inevit- 
ably in better timing and emphasis, 
and a change in the weather, with 
the customers warmed up from the 
first curtain on, would do wonders, 
too. 

“Captain Brassbound’s Conver- 
sion” delineates the situation’ in 
which a clever woman tames a 
brute of a man. Certainly no newer 
historically than when Delilah gave 
Samson a haircut, the addition of 
what we are pleased to call Sha- 
vian touches, does not materially 
alter the routine. 

Lady Cicely, a world-touring En- 
glishwoman, and her  brother-in- 
law, Sir Howard Hallam, a judge, 
on a trip into the interior of Moroc- 
co, fall into the hands of Captain 
Brassbound, an undiscovered neph- 
ew of Sir Howard. Brassbound has 
nursed a grudge against Sir How- 
ard over a family matter and would 
gladly sell the jurist to cannibals, if 
any were handy, which there are 
not, so selects slave-traders.

the better instincts, deflates the 
barrel-chested villain, and, in Act 
III, rescues him from prison for his 
misdeeds, is the rest of the yarn. 
Lady Cicely, the only woman in the 
cast, is naturally the principal char- 
acter. 

As written by Shaw, she is a 
gushy creature who thinks every- 
body has a nice face, and com- 
pletely disarms even the most fe- 
rocious with her ingenious pretense 
of the ordinary courtesies where 
none exist. That is the humorous 
pattern of the play, and more gen- 
uine humor, it seems to me, than 
the passages wherein Shaw, by re- 
petition, preens his bright conclu- 
sions on British justice and empire- 
building. 

Rozene Johnson, as Lady Cicely, 
is sparkling and refined, although 
she gives small evidence of realizing 
that her arifulness is only a pose in 
the face of grave danger. - Bruce 
MacFarlane’s Captain is swagger- 
ing enough and sullen enough, but 
his curses on Sir Howard, such as 
“On your head be it!” are no more 
blood-chilling than a Shakesperean 
“We meet anon,” with “Exeunt” in 
italics immediately afterward, 

Wieder Sievers makes an effort 
far beyond his years in the inter- 
pretation of the Cockney sailor, 
Drinkwater. As Sir Howard, Gor- 
don Sommers again contributes his 
finished delivery and stage  busi- 
ness, in a characterization more 
American than British. Herbert 
MacCready, as Captain Kearney, 
realizes better than any otner mem- 
ber of the cast, the amount of over- 
playing needful for heightening the 
comedy of the situations in which 
he appears. John Dawson fills in 
as the missionary, Rankin. Around 
these principals is a large and well- 
trained cast of Riffs and riffraff. 

Gordon Carter again scores per- 
fect with his scenery designs. With 
a trio of Moorish arches, he creates 
two different atmospheres, one an 
exterior at Mogador (a Moroccan 
seaport and not a necktie) and the 
other the interior of a castle.

PLEASES IN CONCERT 


Balanced Program of Haydn, 
Mozart and Brahms Credit- 
ably Presented. 


AST evening at Sheldon Memo- 
L rial the Max Steindel Ensemble 

gave the second of the season’s 
three Ethical Society Chamber Mu- 
sic Concerts. The regular string 
quartet consisting of the Messrs. 
Faerber, Grossman, White and 
Steindel, was augmented by clari- 
net and horn, in the persons of 
Rocco M. Zottorelle and James 
Stagliano. 


Aside from the obvious fact that 
this year’s concerts show a decided 
improvement in program arrange- 
ment over those of previous years, 
it is noteworthy that last evening’s 
program was one of the most ex- 
cellent (of any kind) that has been 
made up in St. Louis this season, 
It read: 


Quartet D Major Op 76 No. 5 
Haydn 

Horn Quintet K 407 — —Mozart 
Clarinet Quintet B Minor 

Op 115 

Besides being a balanced, homo- 
geneous and uniformly interesting 
selection, this had the merit of in- 
strumental variety and it included 
two compositions (the Mozart and 
the Brahms) which are of great 
beauty and musical importance, 
though very slightly known. There 
are no soft spots or concessions 


here; it is all pure gold, and since 


it was given a sympathetic (if not 
reading, there is no 
reason why the whole program 
should not be repeated at the earli- 
est opportunity. 

Most of the less admirable fea- 
tures of this ensemble’s playing 
came out in the Haydn, whose mov- 
ing and stately Largo was marred 
by the quavery full-bowing and 
nervous tremolo of the first violin. 
Only three or four movenients in 
all 11 played were free from that 
uneasiness which comes from an 
imperfectly synchronized pulse. 
Usually the interpretation and tem- 
pi were sound, the beat obvious; 
but the necessary something more— 
absolute precision of feeling—wus 
wanting. | 

Nevertheless, the playing was 
creditable. In the Andante of the 
Mozart there was a fine blending of 
voices and Mr. Stagliani’s horn 
was well disciplined, never dom- 
ineering and admirably shaded. In 
the portentous, richly melodious 
central movements of the Brahm’s 
the musicianship left nothing to be 
desired. Had the clarinet quintet 
been less ably performed, one would 
have been grateful for an oppor- 
tunity to hear one of the four 
Brahms works that bulk so large 
in the literature of the clarinet. As 
it happened, this was the high point 
of the evening’s performance. The 
tightly woven canons and undulat- 
ing dialogue were reproduced with 
as much clarity as the singing 
threnody of the slow movement. 
The comfortable timing that had 
been sadly missing in much of what 
went before was predominant 
throughout the three last move- 
ments of the Brahms. And though 
this showed favoritsm, it was heart- 
warming and brought the evening 
to a close that was fairly. triumph- 
al. —M. P.

New Treatment 


for Tetanus 


Said to Prevent Recurrence 


Toxoid Developed dt 


Washington U. Gives 


Active Resistance—Does Not Wear » 
Off Like Antitoxin. 


A new treatment for tetanus 


which prevents. recurrence of the 


disease has been developed at the 
Washington University School of 
Medicine. Independently and al- 
most at the same time a similar 
treatment was devised in France. 
During the Civil War thousands 
of soldiers died of the disease, 
popularly known as lockjaw. Be- 
fore the World War began, how- 
ever, an. antitoxin had been de- 
veloped as a preventive. This is ob- 
tained by injecting tetanus spores 
into the bodies of horses. The ani- 
mals build up antibodies against 
the disease. This antitoxin, as it 
is called, is extracted from the 
horse's body, concentrated by chem- 
ical means and used as a serum, 
Wounded soldiers were given an- 
titoxin almost from the beginning 
of the World War as a matter of 
routine treatment, and the death 
rate from the disease was cut stead-

Antitoxin Wore Off. 

But it was found that injections 
of antitoxin appeared to wear off. 
A soldier having received the anti- 
toxin might develop the disease 
months or years later. The tetanus 
spores, it was found, could remain 
quiescent in the body tissues and 
then later, when the body resis- 
tance was lowered, would flare up 
again. 

Research work in seeking a treat- 
ment for tetanus which would pre- 
vent recurrence of the disease be- 
gan at Washington University in 
1930 when a case in a local hos- 
pital came to the attention of the 
department of bacteriology. A pa- 
tient had been severely cut about 
the face in an automobile accident 
and had been treated with tetanus 
antitoxin. 

Later when he was stronger an 
operation was performed to graft 
skin from his thigh to his badly- 
scarred face. Soon after the oper- 
ation he died of tetanus. Study of 
the case revealed that the disease 
spores which had remained inactive 
in the scarred tissue after he had 
received antitoxin, had become ac- 
tive again when his body resistance 
was lowered by the operation. 

Resarch Started. 

To avoid such cases of idiopathic 
tetanus in the future, a research 
worker was assigned to find a tox- 
oid which would stimulate the pa- 
tient to produce his own antitoxin 
against the disease and thus to give 
the patient active immunity. Until 
that time the patient had merely 
had passive immunity, that is, pro- 
tection against an immediate at- 
tack but not prevention of future 
infection. 

Experiments were conducted with 
guinea pigs and mice. These led 
to the conclusion that a toxoid 
mixed with alum, a chemical, was 
most satisfactory in giving active 
immunity. 

Now, in many hospitals in _ St. 
Louis as well as in other parts of 


having tetanus is given both anti- 
toxin and tetanus toxoid. In France 
all soldiers now receive tetanus tox- 
oid just as they receive typhoid 
antitoxin.

Fireworks Burns a Cause. 


In addition to gunshot wounds, 
| Fourth of July fireworks burns are 
important causes of tetanus. Most 
firecrackers, particularly those 
made in China, are packed with 
clay. This often contains tetanus 
spores, and the burn permits the 
spores to get into the body. Poison 
is produced in the dead cells at 
|the point of entry and spreads to 
the central nervous system. Then

body becomes stiff. The 
responds favorably to great doses | 
of antitoxin. | 

Unless treatment begins early, 
tetanus is a very serious disease. 
If the time that elapses between 
the entry of the spores and the ini- 
tial appearance of the disease 
symptoms is short, the chances of 
recovery are slim. If this incuba- 
tion is longer, then the chances of 
recovery are better. 

Besides gunshot wounds and fire- 
works burns, there are numerous 
other means of infection with tet- 
anus. A scratch of a weed, a foot 
irritation caused by the rubbing of 
a shoe, a cut finger, a puncture 
wound from a rusty nail—all may 
allow the tetanus spores to enter 
the body. Many of these cases 
bring death because the patient 
waits too long before seeking med- 
ical attention. 

Sedatives Used. 

In all treatment for tetanus, the 
patient receives’ powerful sedative 
drugs as a means of avoiding the 
muscular spasm. If the disease has 
progressed so far that the jaws are 
locked, then the chances of recov- 
ery are not good. 

The new treatment to prevent re- 
currence of tetanus has not yet 
been widely adopted in this coun- 
try. The procedure was explained

BACHELOR KING 


A Young Prince's Reception Is All His Government Could Desire 


@ Joining the frenzied post-war search 
for relief from the strain and horror 
of battle, a match-making world made 
Edward VIII the subject of a succes- 
sion of romantic rumors as he was 
thrown into contact with eligible and 
attractive women. In this installment 
of “The Bachelor Prince Who Became 
King,” biographer Frazier Hunt re- 
lates how a goodwill tour to Canada 
turned the young prince into a sales- 
man of empire—and incidentally a 
rancher—instead of a benedict.

UT in the summer of 1919 

Downing street and Buckingham

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“MARRIAGE ~ 
AOTTERY 


or husband or wife exclaims, 

“Oh, love is just a lottery— 
you might as well toss up a penny 
to see whom you should marry,” 
they are unconsciously expressing 
one of the biggest problems both in 
science and social life. If love 
were really a lottery let us see how 
it would work. Suppose we had a 
socialist society that proposed to 
“go intelligent” in the matter of 
marriage, do away with “competi- 
tive courtship,” as they wish to 
do away with competitive business, 
and give everybody an equal 
chance in the marriage market. The 
simplest way to carry out such a 
scheme would be to put the names 
of all the men in a given town 
into one lottery wheel and the names 
of all the women into another and 
give both wheels a whirl. Then 
the General Superintendent of Mar- 
riages would draw the name off a 
man from the masculine wheel and 
the name of a woman from the 
_feminine merry-go-round. These 
‘two would then repair at once to 
the Little Church around the cor- 
‘ner and your romance would be 
| completed. 


| If this were done we would find 
that a tall man would be just as 
‘likely to be mated with a short 
wife as with a tall gne; the fats 
/'would be just as likely to be 
matched with the leans as with 
the fats; the red heads with the 
blacks and brindles; the uglies with

If love were a lottery and people 
selected their mates at random this 
is precisely what would happen and 
a group of married couples would 
look like a parade from the side 
show of a circus. A man’s wife 
would be no more likely to look or 
be like him than any other man’s 
wife. The resemblance between 
‘husbands and wives would be ab- 


' solute zero.

so on. This would be 100 per cent 
resemblance of course, and _ the 
scientists are in the habit of ex- 
pressing this degree of resemblance 
between any two things by the sim- 
ple figure 1, meaning unity. If 
there is no resemblance they ex- 
press it by the character 9. 

It is extremely important, how- 
ever, to see what would happen if 
the marriage director were only 


partially successful in mating like 
against doing them in the Ten Com- 


with like. If he were, say, only 
one-fourth successful the scientists 
would express this degree of re- 
semblance by one-fourth of one, 
usually written like this .25 and 
pronounced “point 25”; if he were 
50 per cent successful the figures 
50 would express the amount of 
resemblance; and if three-fourths 
or nine-tenths successful they would 
state the resemblance as .75 or .90 
and so on all the way from 0, 
meaning no resemblance up to 1.00 
meaning complete resemblance. 
This is what is called the “coeffi- 
cient of correlation” and is one of 
the most useful yardsticks in all 
science. For example you can tell 
by this method how closely children 
resemble or differ from their par- 
ents, or how much ability to spell is 
related to one’s ability to succeed 
at arithmetic—or how closely di- 


vorce is related to booms and de- 


| pression—in fact just ail sorts of 


things. And when it comes to cal- 
culating whether or not love is a 
lottery or whether husbands and 
wives tend to select mates very 
much or very little like themselves 
or positively unlike it is one of the 
hahdiest things imaginable. 

Now it occurred some years ago 
to Prof. Karl Pearson, the eminent 


English Statistician, and his as- 
sociates to try this little mea- 
suring instrument on a lot of

either married or dead? Well, to 
their own surprise, the scientists 
found blue eyes tend to marry blue 
eyes and brown eyes to marry 
brown eyes by an amount expressed 
by the figures .26. You see there- 
fore that it is just a bit more than 
one-fourth up the scale of re- 
semblance. If there had been no 
tendency for a particular eye-color 
to seek its like in marriage this 
figure would have been .00 mean- 
ing no resemblance. However, if 
they had found that a brown-eyed 
husband always had a blue-eyed 
wife, or vice versa, this would have 
meant that the browns just couldn't 
stand the browns and the blues had 
no use for the blues. But since they 
did find they married their own eye- 
color more often than the opposite 
color by an amount expressed by 
the figures .26, this shows a fairly 
well marked tendency for like to 
marry like even ‘ir such/an appar- 
ently insignificant matter as the 


color of the eyes. 
oe . . 

N forearms of these people and, be- 

lieve it or not, a man witha long 
or short forearm tends to pick out 
a wife with one like his own. The 
.20.—almost the 
same as eye color. Again if you 
saw a man and woman matching 
forearms to determine if they 
should marry each other you would 
be quite correct in thinking they 
were crazy. Just so their arms 
are long enough for the practical 
purposes of courtship is all they 
are interested in. But it certainly 
shows there must be some deep- 
seated “purpose” in nature in mat- 
ing people together who are_ s0 
much like each other. 


In order to secure more informa- 
tion Prof. Pearson and his stu- 
dents went out into the graveyards 
of Oxfordshire and Yorkshire and 
into some old Quaker graveyards 
and studied the dates of death on 
the tombstones to ascertain if hus- 
bands and wives tended to die at 
about the same time. If you think 
love is a lottery just go to some 
old cemetery—as disappointed lov- 
ers often wish to do—and compare 
the time each husband has died 
with the date of his wife's death and 
then match these with the dates 
when the wives in the nearby 
graves passed on. You will find 
that if a man has died, say at 70, 
his wife tended to die much closer 
to that age than did the wives of 
the men in the graves to his right 
or left. The “correlation” between 
the date of death of husband and 
wife is the same as it was for eye- 
color and arm-length, but between 
a husband and other men’s wives 
it is .00—simply no relationship at 
all. In other words the strong, ac- 
tive and vital tend to marry their 
like, the average marry the average 
and the weak and short lived tend 
to marry their kind. There are 
hosts of exceptions as you see in 
every day life, but this is the gen- 
eral underlying rule. 


After measuring these physical 
characteristics they turned to the 
mental and temperamental traits 
and found the husbands and wives 
to resemble each other by the same 
amounts expressed in the figures 
opposite each characteristic in the 
following table:

But even more astonishing than 
the points so far brought out 
was the discovery that insanity 
tends to marry insanity and tu- 


berculosis tends to mate with tu- 
berculosis. The correlation for in- 
sanity in both husband and wife 
ran even higher than the traits 
mentioned above, namely, .30, and 
in one group it was .35. The de- 
gree of resemblance for tubercu- 
losis was around .25. You might 
contend that in tuberculosis one 
mate infects the other with the 


disease; but you could hardly main- 
tain that a man infects his wife 
with insanity or vice versa—unless, 
as may sometimes be the case, they 
drive each other crazy. The notion 
that husbands and wives infect 
each other with tuberculosis loses 
considerable force, however, when 
we find that Pearson studied the 
resemblance of their families in 
this respect and the tendency of 
tubercular stocks to marry tuber- 
cular stocks was .30. 

But what makes all this interpre- 
tation seem more plausible is the 
amazing discovery that among the 
“Very Poor,” like did not marry 
like to any extent at all except in 
drunkenness. Buth these studies and 
many others made more recently 
by other investigators show that as 
you come up from the siums and 
very poor districts the resemblance

Pearson’s studies, and also others, 
have shown that husbands and 
wives, on the average, resemble 
each other as much as do first 
cousins. You often see first cousins 
who look almost like twins. And 
if you will carefully observe hus- 
bands and wives you will see an 
astonishing number who look as 
much alike and are as much alike 
in temperament and manner of 
speech and thought as are brothers 
and sisters. When you see radical

of husbands and wives steadily 
grows greater until you reach the 
wealthy and the professional classes 
where it is highest of all. But when 
it comes to the tendency to ex- 
treme drinking the whole scale runs 
the other way. What does this 
surprising array of facts indicate? 
Well, I agree with these investi- 
gators who think it all means that 
among the “Very Poor” a man 
dees not have much chance to look 
about and select a mate of his own 
choice. Like as not he marries the 
girl he meets in the hallway of his 
boarding house or on the street cor- 
ner. And the tendency for them 
to be equally addicted to drink in- 
dicates they meet frequently—at 
least in England—in the corner 
“Pub,” and have very much the 
same drinking habits. Among 
these. classes the degree to which 
they were both drunkards was .70 
—certainly an astounding amount 
of similarity! It all indicates that 
wherever like has the opportunity 
to select its like in marriage, it 
tends to do so. 


Now all this has an enormous 
meaning both in nature and in hu- 
man society. Nature has set up this 
tendency for like to mate with 
like in order to preserve her species 
and breeds. Suppose animals—or 
even plants—were repelled by their 
own kind and mated with other 
species. Why, evolution—indeed, all 
living nature—would soon go to 
pieces. Suppose in human beings 
nature built up musical capacity 
and then it proved to be repulsive 
to the opposite sex, the capacity 
would soon be lost. So with all 
human traits, Taken as a whole, 


exceptions you will like as not find 
they are not happily mated. 
* * « 

OW may I urge the unmarried 
N xt to go around looking for a 

mate with the same color of 
eyes or of the same height or 
length of limbs. Do not go to a 
weighing scale and see if you should 
get married. But, all studies show 
that you should try to marry & per 
son very much of your own degree 
of intelligence, habits of thought, 
your own religious convictions—pro- 
vided you take religion seriously— 
and your own social background 
and education. You will tend to do 
this even without thinking about it; 
but to try to do it with a little in- 
telligence and common sense will 
be a great advantage. As I have 
said most of this tendency is un- 
conscious. Recently the Freudian 
psychologists have suggested that 
this tendency is chiefly due to the 
fact that a healthy, normal boy ad- 
mires his mother and a normal girl 
admires her father. The boy’s moth- 
er may be the homeliest, roly poly 
type imaginable, but from baby- 
hood she has been his ideal of wom- 
anhood. And he is very likely to 
select a wife that looks like her. 


Likewise a girl who admires her | 


father tends to admire men who 
look like him and are like him in 
a general way. 

All this seems to explain one of 


the age-old puzzles of love-making | 
and that is why people so often fall| 2 


in love at first sight. Psychologists 
believe that each one has had an 
ideal from childhood, in the boy 
largely built around his mother and 
in the girl around her father. So

naturally the things that it is cus- 
tomary to place before us, we will 
obtain a natural diet without giv~- 
ing much thought to the matter. 
Custom, in other words, has ar- 
ranged our diet to conform to the

best scientific thought. It is only 
when we are led astray into the 
field of dietary fads that we are 
liable to have an unhealthy diet. 


Usual Diet. 


The natural diet will take care 
of the energy requirements of the 
body by furnishing about half of 
the daily food intake in the form 
of vegetables, fruits, breads, sugar, 
desserts, cereals, etc. You will re- 
ceive about a quarter of your food 
in the form of fat—butter, cream, 
gravy, fat meats, oils, etc. These 
will be used for immediate energy 
or be stored for reserve energy. 

The wear and tear of life will be 
neutralized by tissue replacement 


of the food intake, as protein, in the 
form of meats, eggs and some vege- 
table proteins (bread, beans, ce 
reals, etc.). 

Replacement of necessary min- 
erals, rather than tissues, will be 
made by a small amount of salts

The vitamins and roughage will, 


care of in any average dietary. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 

J. W. M.: “I would very. much 
appreciate it if you would explain 
in your column why one person is 
able to eat a certain food without 


any bad results, while another dare 
| not touch the same food.” 

| Answer: This may be due to a 
great many causes. It depends upon 
what the results are. If some peo- 
ple have hives from eating a cere 
tain kind of food, it is due to sen- 
sitivity to that food. The same 
thing is true of asthma, and pos- 
sibly attacks of colic and diarrhea, 
In cases where eating a_ certain 
food causes discomfort in_ the 
_stomach, it is probably due to one 
of three or four things, most com- 
monly an excessive amount of acid 
in the gastric secretion. This con- 
dition is aggravated by such things 
as sweet foods, certain vegetables 
—such as tomatoes, and fruits. 
People without the excessive acid 
in the stomach do not experience 
any discomfort after eating such 
foods. Another cause is gall blad- 
der inflammation, and still another 
is ulcer of the stomach, the treate 
ment of which is something like exe 
cessive acidity of the stomach cone 
tents.
